The fight centered in St. Louls, where no 
less than thirty-eight distinct cuts in the 
price of illuminating fluid were made. 

About twelve months ago the fight came 
to an end and oil advanced. The Interna- 
tional Oil Co. has since been changing its 
prices whenever the oll trust made a 
change.

LIVING RENT FREE, 


Astute Tenants of Gharles W. Scudder 
Profit by His Improvements. 


Last summer Charles W. Scudder built 
three dwellings on as many lots at 4100-4104 
Cook avenue. When they were finished they 
were placed under control of Nelson & 
Mersman. 

On October 1 they were leased for one 
year to Hugh L. Weber, an architect in 


the Wainwright peony Henry Glaser, a 
buyer for the Globe at Seventh street and 
Franklin avenue, and Charles A. Newman 
a traveling man. The monthly rental of 
each was $45. For two months the tenants 
paid their rent when it was due. Then 
came some incidents that resulted in the 
cessation of rent-paying and eventually 
precipitated a law suit. 

The lots on which the houses were built 
were of unusual depth. The owner wanted 
to put some buildings on the rear of the lot 
that would benefit him, but from which the 
tenants felt they would derive no benefit. 
They remonstrated, but Mr. Scudder per- 
sisted and nearly one-third of the rear of 
the lots were taken by the landlord. 

Then Messrs. Weber, Glaser and Newman 
quit paying rent. For three months they 
remained in possession without a contest, 
and except for being asked to pay thelr 
rent at regular intervals were undisturbed. 

Then Mr. Scudder instituted suit in Jus- 
tice Cline’s court to recover the three 
owes rent, $1356 from each, that was due 

m. 

When the case came up for trial the de- 
fendants had employed counsel. The plain- 
tiffs were allowed to make out their case. 
The defense did not introduce any evidence 
save to prove that the houses on the rear 
of the lot had been built. They conceded 
the lease and admitted they had not paid 
rent for three months. 

Then counsel for the defense cited an 
opinion handed down in the Kansas City 
Court of Appeals, which holds that a land- 
lord cannot apportion his own wrongs. n 
other words, it holds that when a landlord 
leases a property to a tenant for a given 
time he cannot make any changes without 
the consent of the tenant. In case he does 
it vitiates his contract and the tenant is 
permitted to hold the premises for the life 
of the lease without the payment of a cent. 

Justice Cline ruled in favor of the de- 
fendants, and as a consequence they are 
still in possession of the property and en- 
joying all privileges without paying any- 
thing for it. Their leases do not expire 
till the first of next October.

ARC LIGHTS OF 
INFERIOR POWER. 


They Are Being Used by the Edi- 
son Ce. to Light the Streets. 


SAVES THE COMPANY MONEY 


Lighting Superintendent O'Reilly 
Thinks They Will Serve if Citi- 
zens Do Duty as Inspecters. 


The change in the street arc lamps which 
the Edison Illuminating Co. has been mak- 
ing quietly for a month has not attracted 
much attention except from men versed in 
things electric. 

They have watched the substitution of 
alternating for direct current lamps and 
have wagged their heads, as if to say: 
“The Edison Co. has a ‘cinch’ now.“ 

An electrician cast his eye up at the arc 


lamp suspended over Broadway and Olive 
street and said: See that lamp? It’s an 
alternator, and it gives only 1,000 candle 
power light, although the contracts with the 
city call for 2,000 candle power lights. It 
throws half of its rays upward and even 
the reflectors which are put under the 
hoods cannot prevent this loss. It makes a 
fearful noise and altogether it is a very 
inferior lamp and cannot be in accordance 
with the city contracts. 

Those lamps are hitched to a 1050 horse 
power alternating generator which does the 
work of sixty direct current dynamos. It 
is a big saving to the Edison company at 
the expense of satisfactory service to the 
city.” 

Dare O'Reilly. Superintendent of City 
Lighting, was asked to explain why the 
Edison fiiuminatin company should be per- 
mitted to put in alternating current lamps 
in violation of the terms of the contracts 
with the city. He said: 

The company began putting in alternat- 
ing lamps on Locust street last July, but 
they made s0 much noise that citizens 
complained and I called a nhalt. A cylindri- 
cal-shaped device which covers the arc 
was found sufficient as a means of eliminat- 
ing the noise of alternating lamps and 
toward the end of March the Edison com- 
pany applied to the Board of Public Im- 
provements for permission to substitute 
alternating lamps. The permission was 
granted April 3, and the change has been 
going on ever since. There are about 
20) altermating lamps in the down-town 
territory now. They do not make a noise, 
and they give as much light as the direct 
current lamps.”’ 

The contracts call for a nominal candle 
power of 2,000, but the average actual light 
is between 700 and 1,200 candle power. That 
is all that can be obtained from the lamps 
required by the city, namely lamps of 62 
volts and 9% amperes. 

“It may be imagined hat the alternating 
lamp is weaker than the direct current 
lamp, because it throws a greater cone of 
light and a larger cone of shadow. The re- 
fiectors eliminate or rather weaken the 
shadow and remove this objection to the 
alternator. 

“I shink that the alternator is suited to 
the down-town territory at least, because 
if it makes any noise at night it will dis- 
turb very few people, and it can be let 
down nearer the street than in the resi- 
dence neighborhood, because the lamps are 
closer together and the alternates throw a 
eS cone of light.“ 

“The alternating current lamps save the 
— company much money, do they 
not?“ 

“Of course, because feeders can be used 
instead of circuits and ten miles of wire will 
do where thirty miles would be required 
for direct current lamps. This means a say- 
ing in wire and a saving in cost of inspec- 
tion. If the company has been losing money 
on the city contracts it is losing much less 
now, but I cannot say how much, for I do 
not know what percentage of saving there 
is in the alternating lamp.“ 

“Are those lamps as regular and certain 
as the direct current lamps!“ 

“They are more apt to fail at starting 
than the direct current lamps, but then it 
is the duty of citizens and policemen to 
notify this office when a lamp does not 
burn. Our few inspectors cannot cover the 
entire city and if a lamp that does not 
burn is not reported the ison Company 
will get 20% cents a night for it just the 


same. 

“Until the Edison Company put in its big 
alternating current dynamo it could not 
supply a single extra lamp with current. 
Its Wood dynamos were old and were taxed 
to their full capacity. Now the Wood 
direct current dynamos can be used as a 
reserve to provide more light for the out- 
lying parts of the city. I do not think that 
the alternating lamps are in violation of 
pr Edison Company's contracts with the

STUCK 10 HIS LODGE. 


„Thee. Masters Had Rather Be a Mason 
Than a Presbyterian. 


When the question arose as to whether 
Theodore Masters should give up his mem- 
bership in the Masonic fraternity or in the 
United Presbyterian Church, he was not 
—— in deciding in favor of the Masonic 
odge. 

For two years Mr. Masters has been a 
member of the Wagoner Place United Pres- 
byterian Church, of which Rev. A. C. Doug- 
lass is pastor. He stoed high in church 
circles, and was elected to the Board of 
Trustees. 

Not long ago the pastor learned that Mr. 
Masters was a Mason. He went straight 
to him, and Mr. Masters did not make 
aay denial. The pastor told him that the 
rules of the church would not permit him 
to retain a membership in both the church 
and the Masonic order. He pleaded with 
him to give up his secret society and stay 
in the church. 

Mr. Masters claimed he did not know the 
church rules prevented his being a Free- 
mason, and he was much attached to the 
order. He told his pastor he would have 
to take the matter under advisement. Rev. 
Douglass was anxious to have him decide 
in favor of the church,and left for his 
perusal of a lot of pamphlets denunciatory 
of Freemasonry. He followed this up with 
a sermon, in which he said some pretty 
hard things about ret societies. Mr. 
Masters was present and heard it. He list- 
ened attentively and at the close of the ser- 
mon arose and addressed the congregation. 

He thought the pastor’s attack was di- 
rected at him personally, and in a voice 
which trembled with its suppressed feeling 
he announced his withdrawal from the 
board and from the church. The incident 
created a profound sensation. 

Rev. Mr. Douglass is in Marissa, III., at- 
tending a church convention and has not 
been seen. Samuel McKee, one of the 
Board of Trustees of the church, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: 

It is one of the first requirements of our 
church that no member may ally himself 
with any of the oath-bound societies. 
That is, we do not think it right for any 
man to take a solemn oath that he will sup- 
port a certain doctrine or measure until he 
knows what he is obligating himself to do. 
There was no personal feeling in the matter. 
Mr. Masters is a good man and we regret 
to lose him from the church rolls. 

“It was not known until recently that he 
was a Mason. I do not see how he could 
have entered our church without knowing 
he was ineligible if he were a Mason, I 
will not say he concealed it purposely. 

“The trustees had spoken to him on the 
subject and he would have been dropped 
from the church roll had he not resigned 
from either the church or the. secret order.“ 


SUES FOR $280,000. 


Contracter Baumheff Files a Counter 
Claim Against the Kirkweed Railroad. 


A suit for $280,000 has been filed at Clay- 
ton by George W. Baumhoff, contractor, 
against the St. Louis and Kirkwood Elec- 
tric Railroad. The claim is for work done 
and materials furnished under the mechan- 
ics’ lien law, and the labor was done under 
contract of June 1, 18%. 

The specific items set forth are: Power and 
engine house, building engines, electrical 
generators, boilers, pumps, heaters, pipe 
fittings and electrical attachments and ap- 
paratus, $32,500; car shed and buliding, 
$1,500; water and, 1 deep well 
for water supply, 800; pond or basin 
for water sup ; five motor cars, $15,- 
000; salt cur, ; macadam car, $350; poles 
2 trolley wire, trolley wire and feed wire, 


14,500; roadbed, including grading, bal- 
lasting, rails, ties, bridges and culverts, 


This suit is an offset for the one of $250,- 
000 filed by the defendant ainst the 
Union Trust Company for $250,000, which 
amount it claims that the trust company 
delivered to the plaintiff in the railroad com- 
pany’s bonds, contrary to the terms of the 
contract between the parties in litigation, 
the defendant scompany claiming that 
Baumhoff did not perform his work in ac- 
cordance with the contract.

In rendering his decision in the bucket- 
shop cases in Chicago Judge Horton indi- 
dentally uttered a warning which should 
be heeded by the stock exchanges of the 
country.

NEW YORK, May 12.—Henry Cuyler Bun- 

ner, editor of Puck, and widely known as 

a poet of distinction and an all-around 

man of letters, is dead, ab his home, in 

es N. J., from tubercular consump- 
n. 


Mr. Bunner was born in Oswego, N. T., 
Aug. 3, 1855. He was educated in the French 
School, in New York City. His first ven- 
ture in life was as an employe of a Portu- 
guese business firm in this city, but the 
work was not congéniel, and he soon be- 
came connected with the New York papers, 
and for several years worked as a repor*er. 
In 1877 Schwartzman and Keppler issued 
the first edition of Puck. It was then a Ger- 
man publication. Before long the Ger- 
— * publication was supplemented with 
ah, English edition, and Mr. Bunner was 
made the assistant editor, and later he was 
placed in charge as editor, succeeding Syd- 
ney Rosenfeld. Under his editorship and 
wich the illustrations of Keppler the pub- 
lication soon attained a wide circulation, 
and the property became very valuable. 

In addition to his work on Puck, which 
included Short Stwes,“ Mr. Bunner was a 
frequent contributor to the leading maga- 
zines, and was the author of a number of 


works. The most notable of these were 
“A Woman of Honor,” “Airs from Ar- 
cady and Elsewhere’’ (poems), The 


Midget,” “The Story of a New York 
House,“ and In Partnership,“ a collection 
of stories, written in collaboration with 
Brander Matthews. : 

Mr. Bunner had been sick for a long 
time. Last winter he was sent to the Pa- 
cific Coast.

Monday morning about 9 o'clock, according 
to Mr. Nelson, she went, down, Aa rear 
stairway to throw a basket, of sawdust into 
the back yard. At the foot of the stairs 
she was struck on the back of the head 
with a club. Turning she faced a man 
who she positively declares was Wacks. 
With him was a man she describes as ‘tall 
and pock-marked. Wacks, she declares, 
made a wick proposal, which she re- 
jected with scorn. 

She was spruck again, and immediately 
lost consciousness. When she regained her 
senses it was after 10 o'clock, and her 
frightened daughters, Maud and Louise 
aged 18 and 14 years respectively, assisted 
by numerous sympathetic neighbors, were 
trying to bring her back to life. 

The elder of the daughters says that, mis- 
sing her mother, she instituted a search 
and finally f und her in the cellar, nude 
but for a single garment. Her clothes were 
torn and soiled, and were scattered about 
the floor, and her hair had been cut close 
to the oe Her right hand and foot 
were secured by a rope, which was fastened 
to a large nail in a door post. 

Miss Nelson, thinking her mother was 
dead, raised the neighborhood with her 
screams, and Dr. Albion of 4020 Finney ave- 
nue was sent for. 

Dr. Albion reported to the police authori- 
ties that he found no wounds on Mrs. Nel- 
son, but that there were indisputable evi- 
dences that she had been assaulted. 

In the afternoon Dr. Hawley of 365 Las- 
ton avenue, the family 2 of the 
Nelsons, was sent for. is report to the 
police was that he found bruises on her 
arm and head. 

The affair was not orted to the police 
until 2 o’clock in the afternoon. Then Ser- 
geant Hannon and Officer Halloran arrest- 
ed Wacks at his place of business. 

Wacks denies ever having spoken to Mrs. 
Nelgon in his life and claims that on the 
morning the alleged offense was committed 
he was in bed until 10:30 o'clock. This 
statement is corroborated by Mrs, Miller, 
his landlady, and her daughter. 

He says he knows of no reason why Mrs. 
reg should charge him with the 4as- 
sault. . 

There is a marked diversity of opinion 
among the residents of the neighborhood as 
to the responsibility of Mrs. Nelson and 
the guilt of Wacks. a 
‘The latter is given an excellent character 
by those who have known him for years, 
and the claim is made that Mrs. Nelson has 
had frequent spells of mental derangement. 
It is asserted that twice in the past year 
she has attempted to commit suicide. 

The husband of Mrs. Nelson, who is em- 
ployed as a lumber salesman for a South 
St. Louis firm, appeared at the Four Courts 
Tuesday morning, and swore to a warrant 
against Wacks.

“The badges and tickets will be the most 
elaborate and beautifully designed ever

“There will be 700 Assistant Sergeants-at-

Trouble in an Importent Part of the Or- 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 12.—Senator 
Vest, in reply to the statement given out by 
Don M. Dickinson in regard to the Michigan 
Convention, said in an interview: ' 

“Of course, this is what is to be expected 
from Dickinson. He was bound to deny 
the charges that the convention had been 
controlled by chicanery. But the manner 
of his reply scarcely does him justice. Per- 
sonally, I know nothing about the situation 
in Michigan. I based my statements in 
the Senate upon information received 
political and personal friends in Méchi- 
gan. These gentlemen are just as good 
a ot and just as reputable citizens 

r 


as ickinson himself. They back * 
their charges by specific statements. WII- 
lard Stearns, whom I know to be a man 
of honor and probity, sent me a list of the 
delegates by counttes, showing the number 
which were actually instructed for silver 
who simply violat their instructions and 
voted the other way. According to this 
statement, and I place implicit faith in it, 
more than 150 men deliberately violated their 
instructions. 

“Mr. Dickinson denies that any influences 
were brought to bear upon the delegates. 
A prominent Detroit Democrat telegraphed 
me the night before the convention et, 
after maki a careful poll of the dele- 
gates: e have a good 150 majority for 
16 to 1.“ Stearns, who was a delegate, and 
knows what he is talking abut, tells the 
same story, and follows it up with specific 
c es. The next day the convention 
vot by 58 majority for gold. More than, 
200 votes had been changed in twenty-four 
hours. I would like to have Mr. Dickinson 
tell me what influence was brought to bear 
to accomplish this miracle. It is one of the 
most remarkable and disgraceful incidents 
I have ever known in politics. The pro- 
ceedings of that convention bear convic- 
tion on the face of them. I would like to 
have Dickinson face the question squarely 
and answer me, how it was done. I see 
that he refers here to charges made by 
‘the Senator,’ of money being us in the 
convention. No Senator, so far as I know, 
least of all myself, ever charged or inti- 
mated that money had ever been used. But 
I qrould like to know how it was done. 

He denies that ‘proxies’ were used. What 
is the difference between a proxy and a 
substitute? And why should a man go out- 
side of his county for a ‘substitute?’ I 
never heard of such a thing. That is simply 
a quibble. The fact of she matter is that 
proxies, or substitutes, or whatever you 
call them, were used—and liberally, too. 

“I have numerous letters .from respon- 
sible men in Michigan who are in as good 
a position to know the facts as Dickinson 
himself, and who all verify and repeat 
Stearns’ charges. I can not give you these 
letvers, beacuse I have not yet received 
permission from them to make them public. 
Stearns, however, authorized me to use 
his letter in any way I saw fit. I had an- 
other letter from him to-day, informing me 
that he is preparing a tabulated statement 
of all the delegates and the positions they 
occupied on the money question before and 
after the convention. It will be very inter- 
esting, and I ghould lke to have Dickin- 
son answer i Why does not he reply to 
Stearns? I based my speech largely upon 
his statements, and Stearns is a good deal 
nearer Detroit than I am. 

“Dickinson o says that not more than 
25 per cent of Michigan Democrats are sil- 
ver men. That is simply one gentleman’s 
opinion as against another’s, and I have 
nothing do say to it. No; I do not Know 
whether I shall make any further reply to 
Dickinson. It depends on future events.“ 

Do you really believe, Senator, that the 
Chicago convention will have a majority 
for free silver. 

“Yes; Iam now convinced that it will. It 
is only recently, however, thay I have 
reached this conclusion, Of course, there is 
still time enough to work considerable 
changes, and the gold men are badly 
scared and very busy. From now on they 
will overlook no chances. But I think we 
are safe. We have carefully gathered ac- 
tual statis does from every State and Terri- 
tory, which give us 8 majority. In making 
up these figures we have in every case of 
contested delegations, etc., given the gold 
men the benefit of the doubt. In my opin- 
ion we shall have about 100 majority. But 
it will be a hard fight, and the majority in 
either case will be small.“

In the Federal Court Judge Philips grant- 
ed a temporary injunction against the 
striking firemen, the officers and members 
of the Industrial Council of Kansas City, 
and the officers and members of the Feder- 
ated Trades Council, restraining them from 
carrying out the boycott. The matter is 
set for a hearing on Wednesday next.
